The dinner to be given to-night under the auspices of the Literary 
and Debating Society will ser>'é as a fitting inauguration of the ses- 
Bibn's activities. The chief speaker will be Dr. |ftphen Leacock, who 
hitt always been connected with the "Lit" in an advisory capacit)', and 
who has from the first, realized the possibilities that lie in a well- 
organized Club of this nature. 

At other Universities, and particularly in England, the respective 
Literarj' and DcbatinR Societies occupy a unique position amongst 
University activities, forming as they do a common forum for the 
expression of every form of opinion. Look, for example, at the 
Oxford Union which has been referred to as the greatest training, 
ground for England's foremost debaters and public men. Canada, 
we are told, is even now on the threshold of a new status as a nation 
with all the concomitant rights which that entails. These right's, 
however, arc attended by corresponding duties, not least amongst 
wbtch is the netxîssity for furnishing her own leaders, who must be 
r^to of initiative and education. It is to the Universities that the 
tountry must look for her coming public men but it is to be feared 
.•hit the mere assimilation of book-knowledge can in no case be con- 
tidered as forming an adequate preparation for high office or large 
responsibilities. 

It is by means of such activities as the Literary and Debating 
Society that educated opinion, which in this case means student opin- 
ion, is given an outlet and a means of exprcj^sion. If it properly 
fulfils its function an organization of this sort can prove itself a far 
more liberal education than a dozen college-courses. It is a truism 
that what the Universities think to-day the country will think to- 
morrow and the trend of these debates should prove a valuable indica- 
tion of the direction in which the tide of public opinion is setting. 

It is to be regretted that with the manifold college activities con- 
frxMiting the student, each clamoring for support he not infrequently 
ends, by reason of his "embarras de choix," in participating whole- 
heartedly in none- If there is one activity, however, which can safely 
be recommended to his consideration as affording the maximum of 
profitable enjoyment, it is the college Literary and Debating Society. 
Wc have sufficient confidence tn the honest desire of every student 
to get the most out of his years at^ college to believe that this year 
the "Lit" »|n receive a support commensurate with its importance in 
tbe eorpori^Iife of the University

To the Editor, "McQlU Dally." 
Sir,— 

Recent issues of the "Daily" have 

contained murh romnu'nt on tlir cost 
of tp.xt-bookfi In .Montrt-al, which ap- 
pparE to bo somewhat cxcchsIvp. A 
suggestion has been made that some I 
form of Co-operative Book Store bo 
8tart<Ml by tho University for the bene' 
fit of the student body. This scheme 
is of vital interest to all those con 
nected with the University. 

Since the only means of obtaining 
textbooks and other works is by plac- 
ing orders with existing booksellers, 
the price demanded is' necessarily 
fixed by the extent of the market 
These dealers are in no wise depen- 
dent on the University for their con 
tinned existence, and any excess of 
proceeds over the cost of books laid 
down in thlE' city is practically pure 
profit. The pui chasor Is thus obllgeri | 
to pay a heavy price for his needs or 
KO without, which in many cases 
greatly restricts the choice of reading 
matter thfit forms the baels of a Uni- 
versity education. 

An organization such as has been 
proposed was once attempted, but it \ 
did not prove a financial success. It 
appears doubtful if a new trial will 
be more successful, unless very care- 
fully planned and executed, and even 
then the enthusiastic support of the 
University at largo will be csEcniinl 
to the achievement of useful rcsult». 
The following points may be of inter- 
est : — 

(1) The wholesale cost of. text- 
books, eÉpcclally the better class of 
scientific work, i» high, necessitating 
a large Investment. 

(2) There Is a tendency to niter 
prcBcrlbed texts to meet- the require- 
ments of new loctufcre and to meet 
new developments, which ,jn(^y,.,rjj^BUlt 
In a loss on investment. , 

(.'!) As tlie local booksoilcra are 
making a large margin of profit, they 
can temporarily reduce their prices to 
a lever at whfcb an < organization 
operating at coel cannot effectively 
compete with tho CHtublislicd trade, 
bcBldes any ''spite-work" or boycotting 
that might dovolope. 

(4) "The osrvico involved is one of 
no mean order, and requires special 
qualificutions and the expcndlturp of 
conhidcruble personal energy and in- 
tell/geuce. It is not quite clear how 
this expenditure Is to be obtained. It 
is hardly reasonable to expect volun- 
tary effort to undertake this task, and 
the cost of paid management should 
be carefully gone Into. It will bp 
necessary to provide incentive for 
efficient operation If the proposed 
essay tn co-operation is not. to fall 
into, désuétude after a brief period of 
activity. 

(0) It la desirable that the Univer- 
sity authorities should undertakë tho 
administrative work themselves, and 
would they be willing to ottempt it ? 

(6) In view of the Kamintabio ten- 
dency of many members of the student 
body to slack off gradually in their 
support of college activities after an 
initial oiitburel of enthusiasm, can à 
steady and sufficient volume of trade 
be assured ? 

The writer does not wish to dis- 
courage the' pursuit of this most 
worthy object, but merely to present 
the reverse of the scutcheon which it 
is the fashion of to-day to ignore or 
catagorically deny. 

There is a bolder solution, which 
has proven its worth in many parts of 
the world. I refer to an University 
Prers. Oxford and Cambridge pub- 
lish most of their own texts. The j 
University of London has carried thisj 
system out to a high degree of perfec- j 
tion. Havard has its five-foot shelf I 
of classics. Why not a McGill Uni-i 
verslty Press ? ] 
This could take care of scientific | 
papers and books, for which no first- 
class press exists In Canada. When | 
men llké Rutherford. Osier, Callendur ! 
and thrlr Ilk do their best work here, 
why cannot they publish under the 
liegis of the Universlly, enhancing Its ; 
reputation and setting the hail-mark ': 
of excellence on their 'reputations ? 
The Press could be' separated from 
the actual organization of the ilnlver- ! 
sity, which would benefit un(^r a ' 
"most favoured nation" claiit:.e, and 
outside work could lie effected and tho 
usefulness of the University brought 
before the public at large In a striking ! 
manner. The general work of a' book- j 
setter could thus be carried on in such ' 
a manner ar to fulfill all the functions 
of an Ual verslty bookshop.
